.Mr. Black and Governor J. Howard 
McGrath joined in praising Mrs. 
Danforth for her devotion to the 
School of Design and for her eri^ 
deavors during its recent years of 
expansion. 

This great school holds a : special 
piece In her heart," Mr. Black said, 
, ai }d I know you will join with me 
m the hope that her recovery will be 
speedy and complete.” 

Praise from Governor | 
^Governor McGrath lauded . Mrs. 
Danforth as “one who is outstanding 
in character and one who. never has 
wavered in devotion to the great 
trust she undertook when she be¬ 
came the leader of this school. 

The School of Design is somewhat, 
unique in that it has grown and ex* 
tended its influence without the di¬ 
rect assistance of theJ3tat,e. I need not 
recall to#you that it came into being 
through the^ generosity and human' 
feeling of Mrs, Danforth and the 
members of her family/' 

Governor McGrath urged the grad- 
uates t? “go forth' and restore beauty 
and utility in the world that cries 
so loudly .for it.” 

In a message to the members of 
the graduating class, read by Mr. 
Black, Mrs. Danforth reminded them 
that they “stilj will be studying and; 
learning and still camderive the same 
satisfaction of a job \yell done/* 

The message also expressed the 
hope of .Mrs. Danforth for the grad 
uates that their “desire to create 
beauty will continue to carry from 
one job to another throughout life/* 
Merrick i s Speaker 
J. Vaughan Merrick 3rd, former 
headmaster of St. George’s School 
and the principal speaker at the ex 
ercises, traced some of the develop* 
if nients of education, pointing out that 
1 from pre-historic times one of the 
marks of hn educated person has 
been his ability to distinguish the 
differences between/people and to 
adapt himself to these differences. 

He spoke also of the necessity to 
be faced by the graduates in accus¬ 
toming themselves to a world in 
which movement has become so 
rapid that “there are people who 
become exasperated \yhen they miss 
a single section of a revolving door.” 

Mr. Merrick told the graduate's of 
the handicaps faced by a person 
striving to do good and advance the 
cause of humanity • by thinking 
when most of the world is con¬ 
cerned with 'doing things/ ” 

He pointed out that they have 
reached the stage wherfe they must 
use their mental processes to the 
best of :tfceir ability arid told them 
that one of their most valuable ac¬ 
complishments could be their activi¬ 
ties as citizens working together. 
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Dr. Royal B. Farnum, executive 
vice-president of the school, spoke 
? ? f the changes in the institution, say¬ 
ing they had followed “the demands 
of progress which were forced by a 
changing world.” 

The school, he continued, had 
sought to integrate liberal education 
with an expanded training program, 
and he assured the graduates that 
they had “at least the beginning of 
an education as well as sound tech¬ 
nical training.” 

At the conferring of the degrees, 
the .members of the graduating class 
were received by Dr. Farnum after 
their presentation by Dean Max W 
Sullivan. Dr. James F. Rockett, di¬ 
rector of the State Department of 
Education, awarded State teachers’ 
certificates to the five members of 
the class who received the degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Art Education 
and Industrial Arts Education. 

Dr. Farnum made formal an¬ 
nouncement of the award of the 
trustees’ postgraduate scholarship to 
Eleanor J. Harbst and of the Ives 
award in portraiture to Frank W 
Skoog Jr. 

The invocation and benediction 
were given by the Rev. Arthur L 
Washburn, D. D.
